Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-4, and 6-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Munro (US 
7202941) does not teach a shielding system associated with said at least one receiver, 
said shielding system being adapted configured to block the sensing of reflected energy 
from[Jail the plurality of targets by said at least one receiver, said shielding system 
being activated and deactivated in a cyclic pattern with a selected receiver frequency, 
said source frequency and receiver frequencies being selected from different frequency 
values, and wherein an output signal of each sensing element of said at least one 
receiver generates an output signal with a frequency substantially equal to the 
frequency difference between said receiver frequency and said source frequency, and 
said output signal, and the system indicates from the range values of the sensing 
elements a range value for each target of the plurality of targets sensed by the at least 
one receiver, substantially at the same time.
